ABOUT FIKE MATTERS, 


The TKIBOSK hfis from time to time 


spoken to the point in regard to tho 
everlasting Oakland tiro department, 
and all other matters pertaining to tho 
safety of the city on this score. That 
the right man for Chief. Engineer has 
not -vet been found, there is evidence 
enough; but'that the city government 
otherwise can do much to improve the 
situation is equally plain. 


Our files show that the fire at yester- 


day was » predicted success; that the 
promiscuous" storing of bay 'in large 
quantities in dangerous places, voulc 
sooner or later result like the sowing of 
dragon's teeth. The destructive fire on 
Twelfth street, near Broadway, was the 
initiatory link in a chain of conflagra 
tons which tho fire of yesterday amply 
proves. 


That Twelfth-street fire occurred ove 


two months ago, yet the Council neve 
reached the subject till its meeting o 
last Monday night. 


There is another more important fea 


tore still, of which wo have spoken nior 
than once, under tho head of fire limits. 
There should not be another frame 
building erected on ihe line of Broad- 
way, for at least one block deep on 
either side. 
There is an unenforced 


ordinance to the effect that no wooden 
structure shall be built lor a distance of 
one hundred and fifty feet deep. It is 
jnst as well that no attention is paid 
toil. 


If the Council or Fire Commissioners 


or both, were to see to this last men- 
tioned business, it would be doing better 
service than eternally tinkering with the 
fire department. Off of those two rows 
of blocks, there is scarcely any need of 
» fire department in comparison. , Of 
course the widely scattered town needs 
effective engines, with, liorses to trot 
them where wanted in_a hurry, but it is 
only along Broadw«fr-as it were, where 
aw great &re.i»t present, could prevail 
from the very nature of things. 


Inok, iMeu, to the pile of kilidling 


wood stored »ud ^tacked up in the rear 
of every block of decent buildings front- 
ing on Broadway. See that the combus- 
tibles are limited, as much as possible. 
"We do hear occasionally of the Board of 
Health contemplating a move on some 


• disconnected privyybut never an inkling 


of the Commissioners in quest of dislo- 
cated stove pipes', carelessly stored hay, 
and no account is taken of the question 
of wooden buildings. 


\VB have expressed our views on the 


subject of gambling on the overland rail- 
road at some length elsewhere to-day 
but repeat that the railroad people bhoulc 
post up a new rule and enforce it thor 
uglily. Instead of beware of pickpockets, 
Bhort curd dealers, etc., let it read that 
there shall be 110 gambling of any kind 
for money on the trains. The company 
should either render their vehicles free 
from such demoralizing features, for the 
sake of the ladies and children alone, or 
else sell out. If a'set of healthy* con- 
ductors, brakesmen <md engineers could 
not stamp out all such business as re- 
ported in thwe days' time, they ought 
to give way to Chinamen. The root'of 
the trouble is in allowing any sort of 
gambling for money en any train of curs. 


THK Sacramento Union of Friday as 


good as predicted the result of the race 
of that day. The chief editor, like the 
proprietors of that great moral sheet, is 
a sporting chap, though he does not 
like his employers, bet much if any- 
thing. Their strong suit is poker, and 
are always re»dy,.Jpr,. p, victim. It is not 
unlikely that they .are at the bottom of 
the railroad gambling nuisance. But 
wh»t wa-'intended to say .in this para- 
graph, is that the Union of Friday Hum- 
med up the history and strong and weak 
points of Occident, Purely and Blackbird 
iff a -my singularly accurate. The editor

•kill as n spoit. 


GAMBLERS ON THE EAILEOAD. 


For several years that portion of the 


Central Pacific Bailroad located iu the 
Stato of Nevada- Iris been subject to pretty 
frequent raids from road agents and 
gamblers. 
On more than one occasion 


the trains were captured out and out, us 
highway robin rs stop and go Uiroimli a 
stace. i'ho robbers in these cases mostly 
came to grief. Wiiethor the same pur- 
tics or their kind have been acting upon 
a new uud deliberate plan, with practi- 
cally tho same results, wo are not pre- 
pared to say; but that the raids on pas- 
sengers thereaways in the name of gani- 


lers is becoming of late rather a serious 
latter, there is scarcely a doubt, 
As a 


ule, the victims of gamblers aw \villin_ 
nough; they enter into the spirit of the 
•ame with the. full belief that the way is 
open to getting the best of the profes- 
sional sport for the time being. That 
heir distress in disappointment is cor- 
respondingly great, is best proclaimed 
n the case of unfortunate gamblers 
themselves, who not infrequently mur- 
der their successful opponents out of 
pure chagrin. Of Inte. we have the case 
of Cronin, the Grand CeuWal Hotel's 
professional gambler in the name of a 
bar-tender, who " squealed" like a 
school-boy when beaten at his own 
game. We can readily see, then, bow 
overland emigrants, whether on the first 
or second class train, come to send out 
such frequent and heartrending reports. 
They will magnify every mole-hill into 
a mountain, and in this Sti.to there art 
plenty of ncwspapcis to help swell tho 
chorus of ".stop thief." 


But all Hint is neither here nor there, 


perhaps. The question is, whether a 
train of cms should not be considered in 
the sumo lie-lit ns a vessel on the rivers 
or seas, where the persons in charge 
have abbolulo power to regulate the 
amusements of the passengers, at least 
so far as indulging in games for money 
is concerned. Whatever tends to de- 
stroy the peace and comfort of tho pas- 
sengers, the conductors of a train, the 
same as the masters of a ship, should 
be responsible for. 
They should sup- 


press it at all hazards. 
It is stated that 


•he Bailroad Company endeavored to 
get the Legislatures of Nevada and Cali- 
fornia to confer ihe power of policemen 
upon all the railroad employes, but that 
those anti-railrwd bodies refused to 
comply with the Company's wishes. In 
tho absence of this needed and juut 
measure, there is still a way out of tre 
trouble, if the Company will act upon it. 
The respective Sheriffs of the counties 
through which the road passes could 
deputize a number o f ' the employee, 
whereby the arrest and punishment of 
some o'f the offenders could be effected. 
Whatever comes of this business, we 
cannot but look upon one of those over- 
land trains, passing through immense 
stretches of.wild territory, in any other 
light, ns it were, than that of ships on 
the ocean, whose commanders have al« 
solute power over both passengers nnd 
crews, to the extent of cstablishingrules 
and enforcing them for the well-being of 
all concerned. 


Instead of notices posted by the Su- 


perintendent to beware of short-curd 
dealers and nil that, let the Company 
placard their vehicles to, the effect that 
there shall bo no card-playing or other 
games for money ou any train. 
Let 


that be the condition under which all 
parties take passage on the trains, and 
a very few examples will need to be 
made of persons violating the new pro- 
gramme, until all reports of depredations 
by gamblers ou the overland trains will 
cease to be heard.

A fire broke- out shortly before 12 


o'clock yesterday in a little one-story 
cottage on Ninth street, between Broad- 
way and Franklin streets, and before the 
circumlocutory Fire Department was 
got into working order, the names hi.d 
communicated to the adjoining buildings 
(small cottages) on either side, nud was 
rapidly eating its way, by fences and 
other combustible material in the rear, 
toward a large quantity of hay in bales 
belonging to George Vernon. 


A " rliOMPT " TUBS-OUT. 


It was nearly or quite fifteen minutes 


from the time the flame-; were fiist dis- 
covered before the City Hall bell sound- 
ed'the alarm. 
Belief Hook and Ladder 


Company arrived some ten minutes after 
the alarm was given, and it was at least 
ten minutes later that the engines were 
placed in position and the hose laid, and 
then more time wns consumed before an 
effective stream was turned onto the 
flames. 


THE FIKEMEN WITHOUT A LEAUEll. 
The conflagration was witnessed by 


several thousand spectators, and the to- 
tal hick of efficiency exhibited by Acting 
Chief Engineer Breen was the topic of 
general and bitterly sarcastic criticism. 
The firemen individually worked like 
heroes, and are entitled to credit for 
their efforts which checked the tire after 
it had been allowed to obtain such head- 
way. 
Had the engines arrived with 


reasonable promptness after the alarm 
was given, and the efforts of the firemen 
been directed by a cool-headed Chief, 
possessed of ordinary common sense, 
the flames might easily have been con- 
fined to the three low cottages, as there 
was scarcely a breeze stirring" to fan 
them. 


" ACTING CHIEF1' B11KKX. 


Adjoining the burning cottages ou the 


cast was a grocery store owned nnd oc- 
cupied by George Bloom, on the corner 
of Franklin street, and on. the west, 
with a narrow alley between, was the 
Feed Store of George Vernon. Mr. Ver- 
uon stated this morning to a represent- 
ative of the TisiBDXK that during the 
progress of the flames Acting Chief 
Breen approached him and demanded a 
bonus of $20 for the men who .were 
squirting water on his blazing bales of 
hay, arid another bonus of $20 for men 
to witch the -smouldering heaps during 
last night, and said he would remove 
the hose if Vemon did -not come down. 
This modest request wa* not complied 
with, and the grain merchant engaged a 
private watchman during the night. 


WHAT MANXEtt OF MAN 


Is this Breen, anyhow? If he has a 10- 
deemiug feature as a fireman he was 
too-diffident, to exhibit it yesterday. 
W-hile'ihe was waltzing frantically and 
aimlessly around .in his drawers,-pack- 
ing that horrible" big trumpet under his 
arm, and filling the hearts of the little 
wys, and girls with. " hadiniration hft- 
monnting to haw." the firemen'-were' 
doing the best they could to prevent the 
spread of the flames and save property. 


ESTIMATED LOSS. 


Two of the cottages were owned by 


L. Van Lack. Loss, *500. Insured -in 
ttie Hartford-. The one nearest Broad- 
way was occupied by a Spanish family 
and Mrs. Ions. The furniture was near- 
ly all saved. The next and middle cot- 
tage was occupied by Mrs. Celeste Am- 
brose, a widow in poor circumstances 
dependent on the labor of her hands to 
maintain herself and fonr little children. 
She has been working at binding shoes, 
and was absent inSau Francisco looking 
for work for the coming week—having 
left the house Iccked, and her children 
at ft neighbor's. The poor woman lost 
everything, even to the sewing machine 
with which she earned a livelihood. 


The store and cottage adjoining was 


owned by George Bloom. Considerable 
damage was done to the roof and rear 
end of the building, and some of the 
stock was damaged in removal. Fully 
covered by insurance in Phu-nix and 
tlome. 


The upper floor, was occupied by the 


families of Eugene Vorhics and M. 
Richardson, who saved everything.
